SOCIAL CREDIT HEAR 
ADDRESS 
BY C. M. WILLMOTT 


C. M. Willmott of Calgary, ad- 
dressed a fairly large and representa- 
tive gathering of Gleichen citizens in 
the Community Hall, last Friday 
evening on Social Credit, He was late 
in arriving on account of the bad 
condition of the roads and for the 
same reason the gathering was not 
as large as it would have been, had 
farmers of the district and people of 
the adjoining districts been able to 
attend. 

Mr. Willmott is an able speaker 
and gave a very clear outline of how 
Social Credit principles can be made 
to work in Alberta (without interfer- 
ing in any way with Liominion 
or disturbing present day methods of 
doing business in the province. Thc 
only difference would be that the 
province would use its own credii 
to put additional purchasing powe. 
in the hlands of its citizens and this 
additonal purchasng pawer would in- 
crease the trade of the province ani 
in other parts of the Dominion. He 
explained where thie money mouk 
come from and showed very clear, 
that it would not come from taxes, as 
our relief money, does at present, no- 
from increased prices to the consum 
er. Ag a matiter of fact taxes woul. 
be greatly reduced because if ther 
being no necessity to tax for relief 
Purposes. He showed that becaus 
of thie small volume of business being 
done at the present time manufactur 
ers, wholesalers and retailers ar: 
cbliged ti add from 20 to 30 per cen 
to the cost of their goods in rder tha‘ 
they can get enough from thei. 
turnover to keep themselves _ alive 
But because of the greatly increasec 
purchasing power in the hands of th 
people these industries could and 
would do three or four times the 
amount of business and make mor 
@pney on half the margin of profi 
that they have to get now. From tli. 
reduction of spread in prices, alon: 
would come.almost if not altogethe 
enough to take care of the relief work 
that is being done, without addin; 
anything mhatever to the selling 
price of goods to consumers, 

Mr. Willmott then dealt with the 
proposal to pay mionthiy dividends t 
each bonified adult citizen. This, o. 
course, would be given out as credi 
to each individual and would be based 
on the real credit of the province. 
That is on ability and willingness of 
fits citizens to produce and deliver 
goods and services as and when re. 
guired., He then went on _ to 
show that as this credit was created 
by the people on their own good: 
they were in no. wise obliged to pay it 
back to the government that simply 
acted as distributors of it, They 
thad fulfilled their obligations to them- 
selves by the delivery of goods when, 
where and as required and the as- 
suranee of this would be recelved by 
the government immediately after the 
¢redit slip had crossed the retail 
eounter and the party tendering it 
had received the goods. This credit 
would then go on and complete its 
work by passing from the retailer 
to the wholesaler and ultimately to 
the producers who wiould in this way 
receive payment for his products. 

Noya’ you will notice that the govern- 
ment merely acts as an agent for t 
people to regulate their business, and 
see that every one fulfills his or her 
duty and as it has evidence of this 
‘when the credit slip, which was issued 
to the individual has been returned 
tio the credit house, to be credited to 
another individual the government 

has automatic authority to issue a 
similar credit slip to each individual 
at the beginning of the next month and 
so the process goes on from month to 
month. 

From this it is to be seen that the 
eredit given to people in the shape of 
basic dividends is only outstanding 
until it is used, and as each individual 
is required to use that credit within 
the month, there mill be none out- 
istanding at the end of the month, It 
is, therefore, plain that at no time 
during the year there would be more 
credit outstanding thm what miculd 
be required to make one issue of basic 
dividends. This amount is estimated 
at $10,000,000 and is to all intents

On July 28th it will be five years 
since the present members were 
elected. There cannot he another ses- 
sion until an election is held. No one 
knows on what date the appeal twill 
be made but, in all probability, it 
will be held before the cold weather 
comes again. Many factors are being 
considered and as Sir John McDonald 
said “‘No man can forcast the result 
of an election or a horse race.” 

‘Canada will now have a Brain Trust 
of 15 men to advise the Prime Minis- 
ter, an unemplayment bill, a minimum 
wage bill, a weekly day of rest and 
an eight hour day, all for industrial 
workers. A grain board will be set 
up and the Minister sald loans would 
be given more freely by. the Farm 
Loan Board. If we are to have a 
definite national policy and, if first 
things are to come first, I am con- 
vinced that labor dividends should 
be ‘paid to the men and women who are 
disabled, who are unfortunate in the 
depression and who have reached a 
certain age if they will retire from 
work and thus make room for young- 
er people. There are good reasons 
for this, the money can be raised 
by economy and by taxing pools of 
wealth and by it we can retain firee- 
dom, personal initiative, liberty and 
proceed to more equality in opportun- 
ity and equal distribution of wealth 
in this age of plenty.

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Is Democracy A Failure? 


Articles appearing in this column from week to week have, over a con-| 
siderable period of time, had two main objectives,_-to convey information | 
and to provoke constructive thought on the part of the reader. At the} 
same time an earnest endeavor has been made to refrain from discussion of 
questions which are the subject of partizan political controversy or of sharp} 
differences of opinion arising out of racial or religious views. In the present | 
disturbed state of the world, when practically every financial, economic and | 
social question has become part and parcel of some political creed it is no | 
easy matter for any writer, unless he confines himself to meaningless plati- | 
tudes, not to appear to take sides and express views which others may inter- 
pret as somewhat partizan in character one way or another. Notwithstand- 
ing this difficulty an honést effort has been made in this column to steer | 
clear of partizanship while at the same time in discussing matters of public 
interest to give some point and value to these articles. 

The writer is firmly convinced that what is needed at all times, and 
never more so than at present, is adherence to well grounded sound prin- 
ciples, the dissemination of accurate information, and clear constructive 
thinking on the part of each individual citizen. A demagogue may be clever | 
and interesting and able to sway a mob, but he is not a safe and construc- 
tive leader and a mob is a dangerous thing. 

This week we propose to submit a few questions, but do not intend to 
answer them, Rather our object is to have the reader answer them for him- | 
self or herself; in other words, do their own thinking. 

General Hugh S. Johnson, until recently director of Roosevelt's NRA 
pregramme, stated the other day that “democracy is the best government 
in the world for peace and prosperity, but it is the worst government in the 
world for a great war or a great crisis.” Is this true, and if it is true what 
does such a statement or situation imply? Does it mean that democracy 
as a system of government is right, but that the people who constitute the 
democracy, and therefore the government, are unreliable and cannot be 
trusted? Is it the system or the people who are weak? Does it mean that 
when things are proceeding smoothly and the people have a minimum of 
worries, they are careless, thoughtless, indifferent? Does it mean that’ 
when a crisis develops these same people become panic stricken, emotional | 
and reckless, ready to act precipitately without taking thought of the ulti- 
mate consequences of their action? 

Does General Johnson's statement, if true, imply that the nations of 
the world should abandon democracy as a system of government and revert 
to more autocratic and.dictatorial forms of government, thereby relinquish- 
ing the political freedom which is now theirs, and entrusting to such more 
autocratic governments full control at all times, in peace and prosperity as 
well as in times of war. emergency and crisis? 

If democracy is not to be abandoned, and we are not to accept Com- 
munism, Facsism, Socialism, or other forms of government which involve 
abandonment of existing democratic political rights and freedom, how is 
democracy to be made safe for the world at all times, because it cannot be 
thrown into the discard in times of trouble and emergency and resurrected 
and made to function efficiently the moment the crisis passes? | 

It will be admitted that with the coming of what has been termed the | 
Industrial Revolution of the Nineteenth Century, human society was com- 
pletely reorganized. The worker has risen from his old feudal state and 
there has been an extraordinary rise in wage levels and living standards. 
With this rise of the economic status of the worker there has been an even 
more pronounced rise in his social and political status. Public schools, 
newspapers, labor unions, and the influence of wage-earners as consumers 
have established the political power of the workers and primary producers. 
The universal ballot, without property or educational qualification, have 
given control of government to the masses of the people. 

Commenting on this development a professor of economics in one of 
. the great American universities has written: “Here lies the danger of a 
jury to progress. This power has been obtained, naturally enough, in ad- 
vance of economic knowledge, Visionary theorists and self-seeking poli- 
ticians may guide and direct it into perilous paths. Nobody wants to throw | 
back this tide of democracy. Nobody can. But it needs to learn self-con- 
trol and to gain understanding. It has neither at present.” 

Is this professor of economics right? Is democracy endangered py | 
lack of self-control and understanding on the part of those very people who | 
have the most to lose and suffer if democrocy is lost to the world, and who | 
have the most to gain and enjoy if democracy is maintained and made to) 
function in times of emergency and crisis as well as in times of peace and | 
prosperity? In a word, are our present political rights and power under 
democracy to be unthinkingly utilized in a time of stress and emergency | 
to overthrow and destroy democracy itself? Are people going to prove | 
the truth of General Johnson’s observation that democracy is not a safe | 
system in times of crisis? 

How can people be taught self-control in times of emergency? How 
can the tendency to panic be overcome? How can understanding be given | 
to the masses so that they will refrain from panic and exercise self-control | 
and thus overcome the crisis and prevent the taking of disastrous action? | 
How, when there are always demagogues, agitators, self-seekers whether in 


politics or other spheres, ever ready to inflame and mislead the masses, are | 


these masses of voters who to-day control all governments, going to he 
educated to think for themselves, refrain from heing influenced by mob 
psychology, and exercise self-control through the obtaining of sound knowl- 
edge and ‘an understanding of basic irrefutable principles? 

Is the task too great for democracy, that is, for mankind itself? Or 
must mankind revert to the state from which it has struggled upward

This is the acute problem facing the world to-day? Democracy itself | 
must and will answer it. Will that answer be for its own preservation, or 
will it be for self-destruction?

At last Monday ary 
wived and both babies were calling for 
their money. It is sad to relate that 
neither the mother nor the babics re- 
ceived any money. Teday Yellow Fly 
minor chief explained why. The moth- 
er does not now belong to this 
reserve since she had married a man 
who belonged to a distant reserve, 
therefore she and her children were 
foreigners.
